29. Affairs were going on as quietly as colts expected, 
and the administration of the government under the regen- 
cy gave general satisfaction. Brazillians only were ap- 
pointed to office. The Duputies had assembled, but the 
session was not formally opened. It remained to be seen 
whether they would make any change in the state of affairs. 
Business was still in a state of stagnation. Measures 
were to be taken for the establishment of a National 
Guard. 

Among the passengers in the ship Constitution, at Nor- 
folk, from Rio, ave the surgeon and confessor of the Em- 
press of Brazil. Every thing was tranquil at Rio when 
the Constitution sailed. 

Colombia.—Capt. Nickerson of the brig Olive, at Phil- 
adelphia, 12 days from Laguayra, reports that the country 
was unsettled. The foreigners are obliged to keep guard 
at Laguayra and Caracas, fearing that the blacks would rise, 
as there were no troops there. About forty of the persons 
who escaped from prison on the 20th May, had been ta- 
ken. 

A London paper states, that the people of Hayti have 
sent ten thousand pounds of coffee to France, for the ben- 
efit of the widows and orphans of the French patriots, who 
fell in the memorable days of July

gence was received at Port Praya, by the Henry Eckford, 
from Liberia, April 1, that 63 emigrants had died out of 
the 85 who went outin the Volador, in December last.

Passed, by a vote of 272 to 78, an article of amendment 
to the constitution, in relation to the 8d article of the Bilt 
of Rights. 

The following is the Article of Amendment to the Con- 
stitution adopted in the House, which has also been passed 
by two thirds of the Senate. 

The third article of the Bill of Rights, is hereby 9 
far amended and modified as to stand in the words ful- 
lowing :— 

“As the happiness of the people and the good or- 
der and preservation of civil government essentially 
depend upon piety, religion and morality, and as these 
cannot be generally diffused through a community but 
by the institution of the public worship of God, and of 
| public instruction in piety, religion and morality, there- 

fore to promote their happiness and to secure the good 
order and preservation ot their government, the people 
of this Commonwealth have aright to make suitable 
provisions at their own expense, for the institution of 
the public worship of God, and for the support and 
maintenance thereof. Provided, that all religious So- 
cieties shall, at all times, have the exclusive right of 
electing their public teachers, and of contracting with 
them for their support and maintenance, and, provided 
also, that the obligations of no existing contract shalt 
be here>y impaired.
